"Kidded" Into Candidacy 
But in the few weeks after his 

friend k s death, events in Dick Lyons' 

life changed rapidly. A' political re- 
porter of a Lake county newspaper, 

as an afterthought, added Lyons' name 

to a long list of others who might be 

prospects for the legislature. 
It surprised Lyons, but so did a tele' 

phone call that he received the same 

day. His unknown caller gave Dick 

a long list of reasons why he was un- 
fit for the job. Which was too much 

for the Irish blood of the young real- 
tor, who promptly decided to run and 

surprised everyone by being elected. 

Today he is the Republican candidate 

for United States Senator. 
For an Irishman, Richard J. Lyons 

got a poor start in life. The thirteenth 

child of immigrant parents, an Irish 

father and an English mother, hc was 

born in Chicago May 12, 1895, But 

ill-omened or not, Dick Lyons started 

put the hard way. He left school at 

12, got a; job as a messenger boy and 

at 15 was a full-fledged telegrapher. 

While employed at -Lake Forest he 

met his wife, then Miss Blanche 

Mitchell of Prairie View, who worked 

in the Waukegan telephone office. They 

were married in 1916 and young Lyons 

took a job as salesman. 
By 1919 hc determined to branch 

out for himself and moved to Area, 

now Mundclcin, and opened a grocery 

business. In 1924 he sold out and be- 
came a real estate dealer, moving to 

Libcrtyvillc in 1933. His daughter, 

Lucille Mae, 20, is attending the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and his son, Richard 
Earl, 14, is in high school. Lyons, 

despite his busy political and business 
life, found time to complete his school- 
ing. 

Author of Criminal Laws 
Since 1929, Lyons has represented 
the eighth district in the state legisla- 
ture. Perhaps the fact that he was 
interested in law and that his father 
served on the Manchester, England, 
police force, turned his attention to 
state laws dealing with crime and 
criminals. His years in the legislature 
have 'resulted in laws setting up the 
state bureau of criminal identification 
and investigation; the state police 
radio system; and minimum salaries 
for police and firemen. Hc sponsored 
the bill which returned control of re- 
lief to the county supervisors, saving 
the state millions of dollars by elim- 
inating several thousand professional 
relief workers, who were drawing 
large salaries. 

Valuable Legislator 
Another interest of Lyons' has been 
the parole board, which hc believes 
should be composed of career men who 
serve for life and who are thoroughly 
familiar with the legal and psycho- 
logical aspects of crime and criminals. 
Meanwhile, Lyons has been active 
in civic affairs in Libcrtyvillc, serving 
as president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and belonging to the Masons, 
Eastern Star and Nights Templer. 

He has served as precinct commit- 
teeman in the Lake County Republi- 
can organization for eight years,

Under the- provisions of thc^ new 
farm bill, each farmer and land owner 
is to be notified of his corn and gen- 
eral depicting, allotments by a card 
mailed from the office of the county' 
agricultural conservation committee; 
Faulkner said. Any farm operator or 
owner who fails to receive his card | 
may obtain his acreage allotments by- 
calling at the office of the county com-, 
mittce where allotments of all Lake 
county farms arc posted. 

The individual allotments represent 
each Lake county farmer's share of the 
allotments for the county. 

County allotments were established 
by the sta'tc committee by distributing 
the state acreage allotments among the 
counties. This alfotment was appor- 
tioned to individual farms by county 
and township committees which were 
elected by the farmers, last fall.

Testifying before a Congressional committee on the 
subject of monopoly, Bernard Baruch said: "We have to 
distinguish between monopoly (which is such control of 
price and production as exploits the public) and mere 
bigness, which through mass distribution and mass man- 
ufacture has been one of our greatest blessings in low 
•price, cheap service, and hence in increased production 
.and better standards of living than exist elsewhere on the 
•globe?' 

' Here Mr. Baruch puts his finger on a fact of the 
greatest importance — and a fact which has been surround- 



ed with so much confusion and misrepresentation that 
the lay public has been given little chance to sco 
the truth clearly. There can be no defense of 
monopolies, if they exist, which stifle competition, 
inflate prices and rob the consumer and producer. 
But it is a tragic error to think of all "Big business" as 
being monopolistic Today, for example, we can buy a 
good automobile for about $700, as a result of the econ- 
omies of mass production, and if has been accurately es- 
timated that to produce the same car by handcraft would 
cost $17,000. In this field, has bigness been a curse or 
a blessing? Today we get cheaper foods and commodi- 
ties and a much wider variety as a result of mass pro- 
duction and distribution. Has the public suffered ot 
gained? 

Bigness, properly used, means efficiency, service, 
more goods for less money. It means more wealth, more 
jobs, more opportunities. It means the kind of progress 
that changed America from a poor and unimportant 
country into the world's greatest industrial power, with 
the highest standard of living, in 150 years. Those who 
would destroy business because it is big, would destroy 
progress and opportunity.

It is his duty to suppress riots, fight- 
ing and all breaches of the peace, and 
to prevent crime within the confines 
of his county. He may arrest, with- 
out a warrant, persons whom he sees 
breaking the law, and take them be- 
fore a magistrate. The sheriff sees 
that all prisoners arc properly guarded 
and supplied with suitable food. When 
prisoners are sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary or reform school, the sheriff 
removes them thither. He causes the 
electrocution of criminals condemned 
to death. 

May Appoint Deputies 
The sheriff may appoint deputies to 
assist him in his work. These depu- 
ties have all the powers of the sheriff, 
and their official acts are considered 
as acts of the sheriff, he being respon- 
sible in all cases for them. 

The sheriff may have as many reg- 
ular deputies as arc required to con- 
duct the affairs of his office and authoi- 
ized by the county board of supervis- 
ors. In Lake county Sheriff Doolit- 
tle has several deputies on salary, and 
many special deputies in various parts 
of the county. 

To keep the peace, prevent crime, 
or to execute any writ, warrant or 
process, order or decree, the sheriff 
may call to his aid when necessary, 
any person or the power of the county. 
Agent of Courts 
The major part of the sheriff's 
time is consumed by his duties as an 
executive agent of the courts. He, or 
his deputy is present at all sessions of 
the court and he opens and closes 
court with the formal proclamation. 
He is charged with the responsibility 
of serving writs, warrants, summonses, 
subpoenas and executions, and other 
papers that the court may issue. 

A warrant directs the sheriff to ar- 
rest a certain person accused of crime. 

A summons directs the sheriff to 
summon a certain person to appear in 
court to answer a demand made by 
another person named in the summons. 

A subpoena commands a certain 
person to appear in court as a witness. 

An execution empowers the sheriff 
to carry a judgment into effect. A 
common form of execution is that 
which directs the sheriff to seize a 
certain property and sell it to pay the 
obligations of a person against whom 
a suit has been decided. 

Not Eligible to Re-election 

A person having once been elected 
to the office of sheriff is not eligible 
to re-election for four years after the 
expiration of the term for which he 
was elected. 

In Lake county the sheriffs salary 
is $4,000 a year and he is allowed 
expenses when acting in his official 
capacity. The office also is entitled to 
certain fees.

each a vote and a half, or for one 

candidate, giving him three votes. A 

• voter also may give two votes to one 

candidate and one to another. 

By this plan the party in the, mi- 
nority can usually elect one man by 
having but one candidate and giving 
him alf of the votes. Usually the 
party in the majority nominates two 
candidates and the party in the minor- 
ity nominates one candidate. In this 
case a nomination is equivalent to an 
election. When two parties are of 
nearly equal strength each one may 
nominate two candidates. In this case 
voters will give their favorite candi- 
date three votes instead of one and a 
half each for two candidates. This is 
called "plumping" and may sacrifice 
; party to personal interests. 

The Republican party wilf nominate 
two candidates and the Democrats 
one candidate in the forthcoming 
primary in the Eighth district.

Superintendent of Schools 

The county superintendent of 
schools is charged with the distribution 
of the county's share in the state 
school funds. He gives advice to 
school boards and to local school of- 
ficials. Under supervision of the state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
! he conducts teachers' examinations 
and arranges for teachers' institutes. 

The county superintendent of 
schools must keep an account of sales 
of common school lands in his county, 
and of all sums of money received and 
paid out. He must present a written 
report to the county board at its reg- 
ular meeting in September. He ap- 
portions school money to the various 
townships. 

In controversies arising under the 
school law the advice of the county 
superintendent must first be sought, 
but appeal may be taken to the state 
superintendent. The county superin- 
tendent stands much in the same re- 
lation to the school officers and teach- 
ers of the county as the state super- 
intendent stands to those of the whole 
state.
